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Jumping to Conclusions 


HE HOBBY is dependent for its well being on a basi- 
belief by its members in the integrity of most people. It’s 
a fact which remains for the most part unacknowledged, 
but an important item to our hobby. A stamp dealer’s 
greatest asset, for instance, is not the stamp stock he 
may have or the size of his store; but instead it is his 
reputation for fair dealing, and most try hard to protect 
that reputation, often going out of their way to do so. Yet it is dismay- 
ing to note the recklessness with which a few members of our hobby 
accuse dealers, other collectors and persons whose duties cause them to 
have contact with philately. We have checked some of these complaints 
and accusations and are convinced the chief trouble is that of many folk 
in jumping to conclusions; conclusions drawn from such flimsy evidence 
that the accusers would be furious if anyone used such weak caliber 
stuff against them. Worse, when these accusers are shown that they 
have been in error, it is rarely that one of them will trouble to acknowl- 
edg the mistake, not to mention apologize for their hastiness. They 
want wrongs righted, but not their wrongs. And that is a deplorable 
state of affairs, only offset by the fortunate truth that these people 
represent a very, very small group within our hobby. But we all know 
that a noisy reckless minority, in philately as in other things, can create 
much harm. 





There was the time for instance, when a dealer was accused of making 
“false and untrue” statements in his circulars, but on checking we found 
the statements (dealing with manner of making returns) were entirely 
true, and necessary additions to his circulars in the view of postal of- 
ficials. Another person complained of receiving unsolicited approvals; 
yet inquiry from the dealer produced a letter of the complainant request- 
ing some and the information that the complaining person had simply 
failed to cancel that request. Not only against dealers are such damaging 
charges made. Collectors servicing covers for some event have fre- 
quently been accused of stealing the covers, when actually the delay in 
receipt of covers was caused by postponement of the event, infrequent 
transit to ships, etc. We ourselves were once violently accused of 
suppressing a news item announcing a new stamp issue in a foreign 
country “so that dealers could get all the business.”” We found we had 
printed the full announcement of that government in a prominent posi- 
tion fully six months prior to the date. And so it goes. 


The hobby has suffered at times from depredations of the unscrupu- 
lous, and a certain caution is necessary. But caution is not a synonym 
for suspicion, and we sometimes wonder if among our hobby’s enthusi- 
asts aren’t some of the most suspicious people in the world. Justice is 
dispensed in this country on the theory that the accused must be found 
guilty as charged beyond a reasonable doubt and it would result in 
better harmony within the hobby if its members would keep that in 
mind, giving the other fellow the benefit of the doubt. At least to be 
sure of their way, then go ahead.

“Paper Progress,” 


ing can make money, take a look at 
the little seal in the corner. For 
thirty-four years, these Christmas 

Seals have been the spear head of a 
campaign that raises millions of dol- 
| lars. In 1940, the revenue will be in 
excess of five millions. 

While the production story of these 
seals is fascinating, the conclusions they 
prove are even more valuable. Every 
advertising man knows that printing is 
profitable when used right. The big 
hitch sometimes seems to be to use it 
right. Now these little seals might do 
a quiet job, and raise a few thousands 
of dollars. But they don’t. They make 
' abig noise, and raise five million dollars. 
Why? Because they are not printing 
alone—they are printing with a plan 
built around it. Actually, while the seals 
afe necessary to the campaign, the plan, 
men, and efforts behind it are the differ- 
ence between success and failure. Ad- 
vertisers and printers please copy. 

But the production of over two bil- 
lion seals, in four colors, is no small 
tak. Here’s how it’s done. 

Planning 

The first step in the production of 
two billion tuberculosis Christmas Seals 
gets under way about two years before 
| the product goes on the market. 

For example, progress of the 1941 
Seal at this time is well under way and 
officials even now are dabbling in the 
1942 Seal. Work on the 1940 Christmas 
Seal was finished last July. 

After art work on the design is com- 
plete, the process of manufacturing is 
not greatly different from the production 
of any other color printing. The usual 
supplemental plates are made of a single 
Seal from which proofs are drawn. Then 
aset of 100 is pasted up for visualization 
purposes. After a number of trials of this 
kind, to get the best possible combina- 
» tion of colors closely approximating those 
¢ the original design positives are made 

of the sheets, 100 up. 


Lithographing 

The National Tuberculosis Association 
then turns over these positives to the 
lithographers who produce the Seals.

Paper 

While the art work on the Seals nat- 
urally is an important detail, the paper 
is of equal importance. It has taken 
years of experimenting to find the best 
type of gummed paper for Christmas 
Seals. It must not curl. It must be 
strong enough to withstand folding 
through the perforations without break- 
ing. The paper must not be too heavy 
in gum, otherwise the postage will in- 
crease. The “musts” and “must nots” 
of the paper can run on and on. Contin- 
uing, the paper must be satisfactorily 
seasoned and not too absorbent of moist- 
ure. Because, there again, the cost of 
postage to get them to the individual 
prospect must be kept in mind. 

One of the tales authentically told of 
a tuberculosis association is that after 
preparing all of its mail, weighing a 
sample and finding it was well within 
the first-class rate of postage, discovered 
that when the bulk of the mail was de- 
livered at the post office it was rejected 
because of over-weight. It so happened 
that there had been several days of 
particularly humid weather in the sec- 
tion of the country and the paper ab- 
sorbed moisture. The postmaster sug- 
gested that if all the mail could be 
subjected to a drying-out process by 
placing it on warm radiators it would 
probably “pass muster.” The suggestion 
was followed and the mail handled by 
the post office at the usual rate. 

The reason tuberculosis Christmas 
Seals are lithographed in different parts 
of the country is to eliminate the effects 
of the possibility of strikes, fires, and to 
facilitate their distribution. 

The four-color job is packed in sheets 
of 100, carefully wrapped in moisture- 
proof paper and then repacked in case 
of 50 packages to the case, or a total 
of 500,000 Seals to the case. That is 
the way the packages are delivered to 
state headquarters of tuberculosis asso- 
ciations. 

The lithographing is all done in the 
Spring and Summer of the year in which 
the Seal is sent out to the public and 
sufficiently far in advance so that they

may be delivered to most associations 
by September. This date is necessary in 
order that the twelve to fifteen million 
letters that contain Christmas Seals may 
be “stuffed” long before the time they 
go into the mail, which this year is 
Monday, November 25. 


High Return 

While over two billion individual 
Christmas Seals are lithographed, not all 
of them bring in money. One out of 
four sheets actually is paid for. Ninety- 
five per cent of the income remains in 
the state in which it is raised. These 
funds enable state, county and city tu- 
berculosis associations to conduct their 
year-round activities on the prevention 
and control of the disease. Five per cent 
goes toward the national campaign. In 
addition to furnishing the finances for 
carrying on the anti-tuberculosis cam- 
paign, medical and health authorities 
agree that the use of Seals carries a 
great deal of health education. People 
want to know “why” they are used, 
“what” the money goes for, etc. 

The artist for the 1940 Seal is Felix 
L. Martini of Los Angeles. 

The paper on which the stamps are 
printed is the largest single order for 
gummed paper placed in the United 
States. The paper is of a special weight, 
finish, surface, and character—all c 
acteristics of which were developed es- 
pecially for the requirements of the 
Christmas Seals. 

One side is coated for the four-color 
printing. The uncoated side receives a 
pure dextrine gumming. It is interesting 
to note that the gum is a 100% vege- 
table product made from tapioca flour, 
so as to be completely harmless and 
tasteless to the millions of tongues which 
will be applied to them. The hygienic 
and safety aspects of this gum is im- 
portant, and must always be considered 
in choosing a gummed paper for use by 
the general public. 

Extra precautions are taken to be 
certain that the paper will lie flat for 
feeding into the lithographic presses. 
This is of greatest importance because of 
the large size of the sheets used. 

One of the lithographers, the Eureka 
Specialty Printing Co., have gumming 
facilities of their own, and so find it 
convenient to prepare their own gummed 
paper. In commenting on this, they 
say: “Since we gum our own paper, we

We attempt to work closely with the 
paper mill and to secure the type of 
paper which our experience proves will 
work to best advantage on all of the 
operations involved. First of all we must 
have body stock which is not only suit- 
able for gumming, but which has been 
properly beaten to insure the easy tear- 
ing of the Seals along the perforation in 
either direction. After we have gummed 
the paper, we must have a coating on 
the body stock which will withstand the 
strenuous operation of breaking the gum 
to prevent undue curl. 

“= Our lithographic press-room is 
air conditioned and maintained at ap- 
proximately 50% relative humidity. 
Since this (air conditioning) equipment 
was installed the production of close reg- 
ister work on gummed paper has been 
considerably less of a problem.”

Several important Bantu groups are 
found in the coastal zones. Space does 
not permit more than a passing mention 
of them. The chief Bantu nation con- 
sists of the Fangs, whose numerous tribes 
inhabit large tracts of Gabon and extend 
on into Cameroun. A safari of Fangs 
makes up the background motif of 
French Equatorial Africa A3. 

The Batekes are another important 
Bantu group, a subdivision of the Fangs. 
Their great leader, Makoko (cf. Gabon 
D3), made important concessions to de 
Brazza and, in turn, to France. The Ba- 
tekes are found primarily among the 
upper streams pouring into the Ogowe. 

The Bakalois comprise another inter- 
esting groups, inhabiting the coast be- 
tween the Nyaga River and the Gabon 
Middle Congo frontier. A Bakalois wom- 
an stands at attention with a native 
spear on French Congo AS, while a 
Bakalois warrior takes her place on 
Middle Congo A2 (q. v.). A larger and 
more important group of Bakalois lives 
near the Ogowe in its central course, 
bordering on the limits of the group men- 
tioned in the next paragraph. 

Although prominently displayed on 
Gabon Al10, A12, Al13, A15, and D5 the 
Pangowins (Pahouin, in French) are not 
extremely important nationally. They 
are of interest chiefly because they are 
as typically Fang as any tribe can be. 
The costumes and coiffures shown on 
the Gabonese stamps enumerated above | 
are typically African, especially of the 
peoples inhabiting the equatorial re- 
gions. The decorations worn by the chief- 
tain are characteristic, and the spears 
are indeed the real objects, not some 
museum facsimiles inserted by an over- 





zealous artist as an afterthought for os- | 
tensibly adding realism to the scene. 

The Bavili are an interesting coastal | 
tribe. Their country ranges around | 
Pointe-Noire, extending inland a short | 
distance. They are skilled sailors, often 
being used on the smaller coastal steam- 
ers plying up and down the West African 
coast. The Bavili men are likewise 
adept lumberjacks and hence it is ap- 
propriate that on French Equatorial 
African stamps we should see a Bavili'| 
man on a raft (cf. French Equatorial | 
Africa Al). 

Two other groups of native nationali- 
ties are represented indirectly on French

Equatorial Africa via pictures of typical 
villages. Chad D3 manifests the strange 
architecture employed by the Mousgous 
for their homes. These huts consist of 
clay, derived either from the ground 
or from termite nests, plastered over 
framewoks of saplings. 

The Gabonese village of Setta Kem- 
ma on Gabon A18 is the product of 
the Balumbos. How typically African 
is the setting depicted on those stamps. 


Zoologically, the stamps of French 
Equatorial Africa are disappointing. Ele- 
phants’ heads are on French Congo A6 
and Middle Congo A3. A leopard stalks 
through the grass on French Congo A4 
and Middle Congo Al. On French Equa- 
torial Africa D1 we have a tropical but- 
terfly serving as a background for the 
tablet bearing the numerals of value. It 
is a shame the monstrous gorillas of 
Gabon could not make formidable grim- 
aces on French Equatorial African 
stamps, or that the scarlet hue of the 
densely packed flamingoes on Lake 
Chad could not have been used for 
adding color to the stamps. But who 
knows that some day in the future 
when normality returns to the colony 
such items might be used as stamp 
designs? 

The more prosaic products of the col- 
ony alone have been featured on French 
Equatorial African stamps: Cocoanuts 
and ivory on French Congo and Middle 
Congo stamps (cf. French Congo A4-A6, 
Middle Congo A1-A3), hardwoods on 
Gabonese and French Equatorial African 
items (cf. Gabon A16 and F. E. A. Al), 
and rubber on Middle Congo D5 (q. v.). 


Yes, French Equatorial Africa is a 
mammoth colony ... almost as big as 


| Beene West Africa. Seldom publicized 


like her West African colonial sisters, 
French Equatorial Africa has drifted 
along as a veritable unknown quantity, 
that is, until France split into two fac- 
tions: The de Gaulle and Petain-Laval 
regimes. 


While sporadic accounts in the press 
concerning aerial bombings of towns un- 
der orders of the French Equatorial Afri- 
can governor-general may apprise a rela- 
tively indifferent public of events, yet 
the 1670 stamps issued by unified French 
Equatorial Africa and its former auton- 
omous sub-colonies will give the student 
of philately plenty to work on.

A Conper Postal Card 





By Capt. A. C. TOowNSEND 





An article in a weekly magazine last 
August in telling of the Italian conquest 
of Ethiopia stated that when the U. S. 
shut down on copper shipments to Italy 
some smart Italian in New York con- 
ceived the idea of getting up copper 
postals to be purchased by his country- 
men and mailed to Italy, and the writer 
stated that the scheme was so success- 
ful that one million two hundred and 
thirty-two of these copper cards were 
actually so mailed, being equal to 200,- 
000 tons of copper. 

The writer has just been fortunate 
enough to secure one of these “postals” 
and it is indeed interesting. It is not a 
postal card at all, but a thin sheet of 
copper, 4x6 inches in size, and it is en- 
closed in a heavy pinkish envelope for 
mailing purposes. Used as a postal it 
could not have been addressed nor would 
a stamp have adhered to it properly. 

Upon it is is impressed a 234” by 334” 
cut of an Italian temple and below this 
is an Italian inscription by “The Com- 
mittee of One Thousand—New York” to 
the effect that this offering of devotion 
is laid on the altar of the Patria. 

This was put out in the early part of 
1936, and it is rather astonishing that 
over a million of them should have been 
used and no mention of the matter ever 
crept into the philatelic press before. 

The writer also has an envelope mailed 
from Clarksville, Tenn., in 1885, and re- 
addressed to another city. In the left- 
hand corner is an official sticker that 
reads: 

POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT 

To THE PERSON ADDRESSED: 

Inform your correspondent of 
the correct name of your post 
office. 

To THE POSTMASTER: 

If this letter cannot be delivered 
it should be marked misdirected 
and sent to the Dead Letter Of- 
fice, as prescribed in Sec. 443 of 
the Postal Regulations.

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“I would like to have a complete list 
of all the plate varieties of the com- 
memoratives.” If our reader will refer to 
Scott’s U. S. Specialized Catalogue, he 
will find these listed under each stamp 
and when known the position and plate 
number is stated. Some are illustrated. 
A list of these varieties would be too 
lengthy to reprint here; also of too little 
interest to most of our readers. Other 
details on plates and their varieties may 
be obtained from the King & Johl books 
which are out of print but are available 
at many stamp club libraries. 





Submitted is a light red pen cancelled 
stamp having coat of arms in center and 
inscribed around the sides “TIMBRE 
DE COMERCE/FRIBOURG/15 cmes./ 
DE 1 A 500 Fr.” This is a revenue 
stamp issued by the Swiss Canton of 
Fribourg in 1862 and in the last cata- 
logue of revenues was priced at several 
francs. The inscriptions are typical of 
revenue stamps, the portion “DE 1 A 
500 Fr.” indicating that this 15c stamp 
paid the tax on merchandise valued from 
one to 500 francs. 





“Why not a column on U. S. Posta’ 
Cards?” We already have a “U. S. 
NOTES” column to which readers are 
quite welcome to send postal card news, 
and judging by the lack of items submit- 
ted about cards, the fare for a special 
column would amount to a starvation 
diet. It takes news to make a column. 





“On what U. S. stamps have double 
transfers been found?” A list would be 
extremely lengthy, in fact we are certain 
it would be shorter to list those NOT 
known with that sort of a plate variety. 
Our reader is referred to Scott’s Special- 
ized U. S. Catalogue in which he will 
find these listed, priced and described 
and existing on hundreds of stamps. 





“What one stamp has produced the 
most double transfers?” Our vote goes 
to the Ic stamp, design of 1912, which 
included a number of plates which had 
these varieties. This stamp design was 
in use as long as any other and during 
a period which made the appearance of 
such varieties excusable. 





“Are double transfers always easily 
discernible, even with a glass?” No, they 
are often difficult to see unless one is fa- 
miliar with that particular one. There 
are few large and easily seen double 
transfers. Most are very minor, affecting 
but a few lines of a stamp and then us- 
ually very faint. The more powerful the 
glass, the more such varieties can be 
found—one enthusiast (who has found a 
lot of varieties others haven’t) using a 
microscope. 


“Where can I obtain a complete list 
of the plate numbers of United States 
stamps?” As mentioned in our U. S. 
Notes several times, the Bureau Issues 
Association has issued lists of plate 
numbers of all Bureau printed issues 
(1894 to date). These are rather exten- 
sive since close to 23,000 plates have 
been made in that period. The only lists 
of plate numbers of stamps printed be- 
fore that time are pocket size catalogs 
produced in the late ’90s by J. M. Bar- 
tels & Co., Washington, D. C. Possibly 
their present day successor, J. M. Bar- 
tels Co., Inc., 17 John St., New York, 
may have copies. The Bureau Issues 
Assn. may be addressed care of Mrs. J.

St., Newton, Pa.

“I have a copy of U. S. No. 324 (the 
2c Louisiana Purchase of 1904) imper- 
forate vertically. I do not find it listed? 
Is this an error or freak?” As we have 
noted before, due to poor perforating, it 
is possible occasionally to find a stamp 
with perforations so distant from two 
parallel sides, that if these perfs are 
trimmed will give the stamp the appear- 
ance of being a part perforate error or a 
coil stamp. Consequently philately gives 
no recognition or value to single copies, 
as they are inconclusive proof and the 
weight of evidence is to cause them to 


communication, you are required by com.

Moreover there is a practical 
side to the question, as many of us find 
it difficult, if not impossible, to decipher 
scrawled names and addresses and hence 
couldn’t address your reply even if we 
wanted to!

There being much activity in plate 
numbers of the Famous Americans, we 
print herewith a list of the plates manu- 
factured for this issue, indicating with an 
asterisk (*) the plates not sent to press, 
and therefore not to be found on stamps. 
It will be noted that of most of the 
stamps, only two plates were used, the 
third plate being a reserve plate for use 
in case of emergency such as damage to 
one of the others during printing. The 
plates were fitted in pairs on the rotary 
presses, consequently plate numbers will 
alternate in sheets in the packages as 
received at post offices. The use of four 
plates each in printing the 2c and 3c 
Authors is reported to have been due 
to the haste with which it was neces- 
sary to produce those two stamps. In 
listing them each number is given and 
dashes do not indicate numbers are in 
clusive.

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Sanabria’s Airmail Catalogue made its 
1941 appearance this week. Sanabria has 
recognized more stamps than the Scott 
catalogue does, as Sanabria reeognizes 
all stamps which are issued under official 
authority, whether or not they ever see 

tal service. At present New York 
dealers are divided in their opinions as 
to which airmail catalogue is the better 
one. However most of them agree that 
there is only room for one airmail cata- 
logue. This means that you as collectors 
will stand to gain as each company will 
strive to make their catalogue “the 
Thing.” 


An interesting find of dummy booklet 
panes was made in a New York post 
office. B. I. Berner and Co., reported 
this find. A booklet of 12 three cent 


stamps was purchased for 25c, upon 
opening the booklet, it was found to 
contain two panes of six “dummy 
stamps” fully gummed and perforated. 


Each impression is of stamp size, but in- 
stead of having the figure of Jeffer- 
son it has the form of a solid purple rec- 
tangle. A letter to the Bureau brought 
the response that these are sample book- 
lets which are not supposed to get out. 


Last week I told of the fine British 
Colonial collection which was bought by 
Albert Levitt, manager of the Equitable 
Stamp Company of this city. Saturday 
Al told me that his customers had pur- 
chased over 75% of the lot in ten days, 
and could I help him locate another 
collection like that? It only proves my 
contention that good stamp material al- 
ways moves fast. 


At last, wholesalers reported to me that 
the sales of German stamps have fallen 
off considerably. Most of them blame 
this on the war issues which are bringing 
all sorts of prices. This writer has always 
maintained that there was no earthly 
reason for the high prices as there was 
no scarcity of stamps due to limited

This set is still around in large 
quantities. Retailers report that they 
believe many non-collectors are buying 
this issue because it portrays England’s 
King and Queen.
